LATER FROM MEXICO.

Interview with Officers of Maximillnn's
Government — What They Say of the
Condition of the Country—The Impe~
vinl Farce Near the Close of the Last

When the Manhaltan salled from Vera Cruz
Maximilian was elill at Orizaba, almost a pri-
somer, under the survelllance of Marshal
Bagnine's officers, He had, up to that time,
deolined to nbdicate, 8o It was reported at Vera
Crug, though it is generally believed that his
remaining in Mexico any longer is entirely out
of the question, In faet, the authority of the
Imperial Government, and overy semblance of
respect for it, 1s hardly to be found Any-
where, Even in the only four citles—Mexico,
Puebla, Orizaba, and Vera Oruz — where
the empire s still maintalned by the
French garrisons and Anstrinn or Belgian volun-
teer corps, the Imperial Government is a mere
nnme, the Prefects caring very liitle for the
orders or decrees of the Emperor, obeying, from
fear of force, the French officers in command,
Maximrlian has discharged his entire “Imperial
Guard,” of which, as we have stated aboye,
three of our informants were oflicers, He also
dismissed nearly the whole stall of his house-
hold, retaining but few. Mot of these have
already left for Europe direct in English and
French steamers,

The *Emprees” Carlotta 1s sald to have been &
well-intentioned lady, complelely possessed by
the conviction that she bad a *‘sacred mrission”
entrusted to her by Providence for the regencra:
fion of Mexico. Yet, though aminble and con-
dezeending in her personal itercourse, she was
haughty, proud, and domip ting, qualitics
which her consort could not ¥ Jnccused of; and
thus, while possessing eres’ cuvergy and more
than ordinary menial capas 4§, she conld never
reach to even that limited degree of popularity
which Max for a time enjoyed.

The departure of Mr. Campbell, American
Minister to the Government of President Juares,
accompanted by such a distinguished military
hero a8 General Sherman, for their deatiuntion,
i* snid to have made a profound impression in
Mexico, The navive Mexioans, so the gentlemen
named report, hate the “Yankees" like deadly
poizon.

They, we are told, fear some grand scheme of
annexation, and in the event that anythine look-
ing to the realization ol thelr fears should be
attemipted, would, all parties never so hostile to
each other, unile to oppose, and, it possible,
to expel the “rapacious invader [rom the
North,” This may be 20, or It may be, as pro-
bably it is, merely the wish, which is8 so often
“father to the thought,” o our Austrian
friends, who found téeir Mexican career so
suddenly and so unpleasantly brought to w
close, and all in consequence of the tixed deter.
manation of the American people and the firm
stand taken by our Government agalnst the
creation of & Mexican empire under the influence
snd even the lush of the French Emperor. Be
that o8 1t may, we give this piece of information
